His labors at Tonopah, Nev., mo- 


mentarily 
completed, C. P. Brooks, 


the well-known surveyor, returned to 
town yesterday morning most favor- 
ably impressed with the camp and 
ready to emphasize many of the good 
things that have been said In 1U be- 
half. 
The campaign of development 


has become a most active one, with 
no fewer than sixty shafts now drop- 
ping down, and while all those en- 
gaged in prospecting for a borianla 
may not get one, results will probably 
compare with those achieved In other 
camps of the Weat. says the Tribune. 


At the Halifax group on the north- 


west, which Is being prospected by 
Hon. 
David Keith of this city, the 


shaft has attained a depth of 200 feet, 
with the ledge now being cross-cut, 
while that on the Montana-Tonopah, 
in -\\hich many Salt lakers are Inter- 
ested, has been dropped to a depth of 
sixty feet and is now equipped with 
a hoist.

The amount grown is considerably in 


excess of what can be consumed in 
the institution and the surplus Is sold. 
The returns from this source add ma- 
terially to the revenues of the Institu- 
tion. These products are sold through 
regular truck dealers and do not thus 
come into competition with dealers. 
The gardener, Tom Zambottl, Is very 
proud of what he is accomplishing. 
Inmate labor is used in tilling the 
gardens, In fact half the patients are 
employed In some way or other In or 
about the asylum. 


There are over 200 patients in the 


institution and the question naturally 
arises how, under the same appropria- 
tion as when this number was much 
less, the asylum can be conducted in 
the liberal manner toward the patients 
it now is. This is made all the more 
a pertinent question when it is con- 
sidered that prices for supplies are 
much higher than they were a few Nevada." 
years ago. Still again, the Increase In 
the number of patients adds another (j)® 
expense In the shape of fees and trav- 
eling expenses in having the patients 
brought to the institution. In certain 
cases this amounts to more than the 
maintenance of the patient for an en- 
tire year. It must be conceded that 
Dr. Patterson Is practicing great econ- 
omy and wise managemene of affairs. 


The poultry yards and the dairy are 


two of the Doctor's chief prides. Ev- 
erything is conducted 
on 
scientific 


principles and the income from the 
poultry, livestock and similar sources 
is considerable. 


The fruit trees are laden with fruit 


this season. 
Some varieties are un- 


usual in this region, such as prunes, 
perennial 
blackberries, 
grapes and 


peaches. Dr. Patterson has a theory 
that if the budding season could be 
deferred for a couple of weeks In or- 
der to escape the late frosts the frutt 
crop in' this vicinity could be more 
than doubled. He accomplishes that 
purpose by banking snow high about 
the trunks of the trees during mid- 
winter, pouring water on it until It 
becomes a mass of ice. This checks 
the flow of sap until the danger pe- 
riod from frost has passed. 


One of the saddest sights at the 


asylum is the graveyard, where the 
bodies of poor unfortunates He with 
long lines of plain wooden tombstones 
at their heads.
